be erected on tho spot where he met 
his death, by the Chinese government; 
a special prinoe shall carry to Ger- 
many a lilting apology lor the mur- 
der of the baron; eleven Chinese of- 
ficials implicated in the anti-foreign 
uprising shall be sommnrily punished; 
indemnities shall bo paid to atates, cor- 
poral ions and individuals; the Tttnng-li- 
Yarnen snail be abolished nod its func- 
tions entrusted to a foreign ministei; 
there shall be natural intercourse with 
the emperor, as in all other 1'onugn 
countiics; the Tuku forts and u'l other 
forts on the Gulf of Po-Chi-Li shall be 
rrzed; the importation of arms and mu- 
nitions of war uhatt be prohibited ;Jper 
mauent legation guards shall" bo main- 
tained by the poWers and also guards 
for the comtnunicat'ions between Pekin 
and the sea; an imperial proclamation 
shall be posted for two years, suppress 
ing the_Boxcjr8.

The experts have 
prepared an elaborate piogramiiu1 for a 
naval increase, but Secretary Long is 
expected to recommend to the president

In St. Nloholai there i» an article on 


"Steering Without » CompMw" by Guitar 
Kobbe. The autbonlaayg: - 


That ittllort prefer not to steer by oom- 


pon jnu«t have struck you as one curlout 
fact. Here is another— a rteenroan can 
keep his ihlp better on her 'course at nigtot, 
if H be clear, tban during; the day. "Look 
ahead, jjfet a star and steady her bead by 
it." So says the A. B. of the ocean to the 
sailor who hus not yet yirou his degree, for 
to the helmsman too stars yre like the 
pillar of fire in Scripture. 
They are the 


hands on the dial of tho night. They 
twinkle "good evening" to poor Jack as 
ho sits up aloft or stands at the holm, and 
winl£"good morning" and "goodby" to 
him with" daylight. It i& obvious that the 
"to" or "oft", movement of; a vessel can 
be more quickly detected by a small, 
bright object like a star dead ahead than 
by the monotonous sweap,of tho horizon or 
by peering into thc^oompass box. The 
same ancient mariner who told" me a'Bout 
measuring the length of -the off and in 
shore fcgs by* tho lifo of candles told n)« 
that onco, when ttto oil in tho binnacle 
lamps gave out nnd he was steering , by* a 
star, he occasionally struck a match and 
looked at tho compuss "to see if the star 
JK& mo\ed,ony." He was a genuine "sea 
cook, ' ' this ancient mariner, being steward 
of the M cssel on wliicb I was sailing, arid - 
he would bob tip out of tho cook's galley 
amidships like a seal bobbing up through 
a hole in fcho Ice .and proceed, to spin yards. 


When tb'e lookout sings out, "land hoi" 


and has replied to tho officer's "Where 
away?" a star over the rock or other dan- 
ger may bo uotod ,and brought down in 


line t( ith {.he point on tho compass and its 
proper bearing obtained. 


"The stars," said a sea captain tome, 


''move apparently from east to west, so 
that- whon we find orii? first star will no 
longer do wo.£eleqt another. This is the 
case with all' but -the north or pole star, 
which is In line with two certain stars in 
tho Great Beur or l^ipper, and the orbit is 
60 small that it is a good guide for nil 
night, and' wo can even detect errors of the 
compass by it." 


The north star is, of course, as true as 


or even truer than the most aconrato com- 
pass; To tho "other things" that sailors 
steer by 
1 the 'compass is, however, what 


steam is to electricity. To produce an 
electric light you require a dynamo. To 
run the dynamo' you need steam. You 
may feel the wind on your moist brow or 
hand, but tho direction from which it 
blows you con — except in case of the regu- 
lar trade winds or unless .you are up in 
sea lore— tell only from the coropasc Then 
by sailing close to the wind you can-keep 
on that course without looking at tbocom- 
pa<;s. * 


But tho sailors naturally hn\a a lua-go 


accumulation of weather loie, and in ad- 
dition In tho "trades" there ore, cxcepbln 
case of violont storms, certain regularities 
in the winds in certain pnrts of the ocean 
and certain other reuurrlng signs which 
tho helmsman can utilize, and'which often 
unable Kim to dispense with tihe compass 
altogether. For instance, if in standing 
south to round tho Born, jfou see the 
"Magcllanio clouds" (bright patches in 
the rnilky way) directly nbovie tho- ship, 
change your course for tho strait of Ma- 
gellan.

Lord Hertford's Haste at the Funeral. 
Tho Lord Hertford who formed the Wal- 


lace collection visited Rugley, the family 
place in Warwickshire, only onco in hia 
lifo, and that was on the day of his father's 
funeral, in Mnrch, 1842. The third mnr- 
quls had died in London at Dorchester 
House, and the body had been'brought by

Etinate men uiuke lawyers iich," France 
may especially pride'hersclf on folly and 
stubboi nuess, foi- tbrcc French lawsuits 
have touethoiy occupied a period IUUDJ 
ycuis longer than the Christian eiu. 


It is little more than 50 years ago that 


France sa.\v tbc couclusiou of a lawsuit 
which was bdguu iii the early days of the 
thitteenth centuiy, when John was king 
of Eughuul aud whon the Mngiia Char- 
la was btill unbipied or evcu 1'iumecl. 
Tho legal bull was started on its six cen- 
turies uud inoie of i oiling by the Comto 
de Nevois, who hud a grieiance against 
the good uttecus of Douzay, and the feud 
thus stuitod was maintained no less than 
038 yeais. 


Foity-four years later, in 1254, two 


other lawsuits saw light which, between 
them, have lasted nearly 13 ceutuiies. In 
both cases the citizens of Cnmpau, which 
must have « mania for litigation, were 
the plaintiffs, and the defendants were 
the inhabitants of neighboring to\\ns uud 
villages, w hile the subject of dispute was 
the light to pasturage and fwests,. 


Oouipaied with these"foiensic veterans 


a linvfcuit which has suivivcd live ccutu- 
ik-s only is compaiativcly a callow youth; 
but, 
as it is btill flemishing, theic aie

The officers of the Britis.li nnvy are 


caught young. They aic required to pass 
thiough a training ship. At the age of 
14 they begin to learn the Icsbon of 
command, the sanctity of duty nnd the 
seriousness of life. By the time he is "3 
a British lieutenant or sublieutenant hns 
acquired that indefinable power nnd au- 
thority over his men which 8re only too 
often absent in the officers of the sister 
service wheie sergeants aud corporals da 
the bulk of the work of n regiment Tho 
manner in which a naval lieutenant dulls 
his men, the alacrity, cheenness and vim 
'with which his ovdeis are obeyed, piesent 
a marked contrast to the scenes at Aldei- 
bhot or in many barrack dull}aids or ex- 
ercise grounds on foreign stations. 


An English subaltern of the line can 


generally manage to get through his 
woik, when not 011 special duty, in n 
couple of hours. In the navy an officer's 
duties extend tbe round of the clock, 
with sh6rt intervals, seven class ft week, 
except when on leave. The rule in the 
British army is thnt officers me reward- 
ed if they do their duty. In the navy thej 
are punished if they fail to do it.—Har- 
per's Weekly. 


How Camphor Is Prepared. 


Camphor is obtained by steaming cnm 


phor wood chips in roughly built furnaces j contact with o^inan who would 
set up in the hill districts. A vapor ansea 
from tbe (.teaming wood and condenses 
in cooled wooden receptacles, forming! n 
snowiike deposit of camphor, containing, 
howe\ei, some quantity of oil. 
After*1 re- 


moving the camphor from the condcriior 
it is allowed to drain in tubs until a con- 
siderable portion of tbe oil has run off. 
The crude camphor is then placed ii, 
large iron retorts, and after the openings 
in the latter have been closed and sealed 
nir is forced in to hasten tbe evaporation. 
ITure it crystallizes as flowers of cnm- 
phor. 
The camphor is 'now rcndy for 


pressing. This is accomplished by Gist 
shaping tho camphor into the form of a 
block by tho use of woodan molds.—Con- 
sul James W. Davidson.

—Hilton H. Greet in What to Eat, 


TAR AND FEATHERS NO JOKE.

A Case That Toolc Five Days to Be- 


lieve the Man of the Coat. 


Several hotel guests we,re sitting in the 


lobby the other day, reading the papers 
and exchanging desultory comments. One 
of tht>m, reading of a man being tarred 
and feathered, remarked that a person 
must look funny dressed in a coat of 
pitch und plumage. 


"Did you ever see anybody tar*e<l and 


feathered?" asUed a red bearded man in 
the next chair. "No? Well, let me as- 
sure you it's, a jjretty serious thing. I 
saw one case, and I'll never forget it in 
my life. It was in the fall of 1887," he 
continued in response to a geueiai re- 
qcost for the story, "and 1 was running 
a Turkish bath house at Pittsburg. One 
rooming a big. athletic man of about 35 
wn'kt-d in and ordered a hot bath. A lit- 
tle later he rang the bell aud sent for me, 
and when I entered the room I was so 
astonished I nearly toppled over. From 
bib foot to his neck be looked like n half 
picked black chicken.

Of 13 French ships ol the line all but 


two were taken or destroyed. The fleet 
was annihilated " Victory," said Nelson 
justly, "is certainly not » name strong 
enough for such a eoene as I have passed." 
In completeness of immediate results upon 
the field no floob action has ever equaled 
tbe battle of the Nile. 
Upon the fortunes 


of tho particular enterprise whiub elicited 
it—Bonaparte's oriental expedition—the 
effect was absolutely decisive. It became 
impossible, and was by experience demon- 
strated to bo impossible, to afford to tbo 
expeditionary force the renewal of men and 
supplies, upon which depended not only tho 
prosecution of tho undertaking, but even 
tho maintenance of the position already 
achieved. 


Tho influence of tbe battle of tbe Nile 


was more furreaobing still. Tho conti- 
nent of Europe became convulsed from end 
to end us eoou as the news was received. 
Kluted by Bonaparte's career of victory in 
Italy aud by the submission of Austria to 
towns of peace, tho French government 
had'entered upon a course of arrogant ag- 
gression toward other countries—of which 
tbo unprovoked Egyptian expedition ' 
only ouo example—that hud aroused tbo 
wratli of all nations. Even tho United 
States was forced from its attitude ot be- 
nevolent neutrality, which bud depended 
upon the tradition of tho war of IndjSpc 
ence und tbo adoption by-Franco of 'repub- 
lican institutions. 


Tbo general resentment in Europe was, 


however, curbed by experience of tho might 
of the French revolutionary movement, 
nnd of tho French armies when wielded by 
u man like Bonaparte, and there was 
wanting tho demonstration of some power 
capable of imposing uu absolute ehecjs up- 
on their future progress. Tbo battle of 
tbo Nilo gave such a demonstration. As 
Nelson said, it was moro than u victory; 
It was a catastrophe. Tho French fluot 
was annihilated, tr.o Mediterranean passed 
Into tho absolute control of Croat Britain, 
the flower of tho French urmy and tho In- 
vincible Bonaparte were cut off hopelessly 
from France. Turkey, previously over- 
awed by tbo Hoot, declared war in a 
month. Austria, Busbia and Naples hnd 
already drawn together In coalition. They 
woro omboldnncd, «s tho permanence of 
tho conditions due to the battle became 
evident, to pursue their military enter- 
prises upon a scale which brought tbe re- 
pulillo to tho brink of ruin, from which it 
was saved only by tho unexpected nnd for- 
tuitous return of Bonaparte und bis acces- 
sion to supreme power a your later. Bo- 
fore tho year 1798 expired u combined Rus- 
sian and Turkish flcot entered the Medi- 
terranean from the Black saa and under- 
took to wrest the Ionian islands from 
France. In India tho movements against 
the British domination which hud boon fo- 
mented by French negotiations, und which 
Bonaparte expected to foster, fell stillborn 
when tho disaster became known there. 
Nelson, awure of tho Importance of tho 
news to British interests, hud at once dls- 
patched u special messenger overland to 
flam bay. 


The general satisfaction, not to say ex- 


ultation, was shown by tbe honors and re- 
wards showered from all sidos upon tho 
victor. Thu sultan and the czar, the kings 
of ijardiuiu and of tho two Sicilies, scut 
messages ot congratulation und rich pres- 
ents, thu war accompanying his with an 
autograph letter. On the pni t of his own 
country, the two bouses of parliament vot- 
ed their thanks und a pension of £s!,000 a 
yenr. Tho East ludia company by a gift ol 
£10,000 nukno\vledged tho security pained 
for tho Indian pas-Missions. Other individ- 
ual corporations took appropriate notice 
of tbe grout cvont, instances so far upnrt 
as tho cities of London and Palermo and 
tho island of Zuuto, showing how wide- 
spread wcs the sunso of relief. 


In titular rank Nelson was raised to tho 


lowest grudo of the peerage us Buron Nel- 
son ot the Nile. Indignant comment was 
made iu some quarters upon tho inade- 
quacy of this udvanaomentib tho brilliancy 
and importance of the service douo. 
The 


ministry justified its action upon tbe tech- 
nical ground that, though no superior was 
within a,OOU miles of Aboukir, Nelson was 
nevertheless n subordinate flag officer, not 
a commander in chief. 


Not least gratifying to him, with his 


sensitive appreciation of friendship nud 
susceptibility to flattery, must have been 
the numerous letters of congratulation be 
received from friends in und out of tbe 
service, and especially from men whoso 
eminence and professional stand figmada 
their praise a sound criterion for the calm 
after judgmoutof mankind. Besides many 
other officers of character and reputation, 
tbo tbroo groat admirals, Lords Hovvo, 
Hood and St. Vincent, tho lenders of tbo 
navy in rank uud distinguished service, 
wrote to him iu the strongest terms of ad- 
miration. 
The latter two did not hesitate 


to style tho buttle tho greatest achievement 
that history could produce, while Howe's 
hiuguago, more measured, was so only be- 
cause, like himself, it was more precise In 
characterizing the special merits of thetaQ- 
tlon aud was therefore acknowledged by 
Nelson witb particular expressions of pleas- 
ure.—"Nelson In the Battle of the Nilo," 
by Cnptaiii A. T. Muhan, in Century.

The public U always interested in re- 


sulU. What, fb«n, is a conservative state- 
ment of tb* result* obtained by the oral 
method aside from the general education? 
It gives to those deaf from infancy a speech 
that is intelligible • to -their immediate 
frionds and in varying degrees to stran- 
gers. It enables them to understand con- 
versation on ordinary topics wherever the 
lips are clearly visible. It restores them to 
tbe society of their fellows in very much 
larger measure than is possible without 
speech und speech reading. I do not claim 
that they are on tho same footing as bear* 
lug people. They cannot be. Their speech 
Is never perfectly natural, and they can 
never take part in general conversation aa 
those in the possession of their bearing. 


The orally educated denf are found in 


many of tbe callings of life, such as jour- 
nalism, civil engineering, architecture, de- 
signing, business and the trades. They 
have written for publication on various 
subjects in a clear, forcible and interesting 
style. But I am not aware thut any of 
them have over attained literary promi- 
nence. The realm of poetry is practically 
closed to them. Thoy appreciate tho beauty 
of its expression; but, though they are fre- 
quently quick to catch tho rhythm of mo- 
tion and aro l'on^-of dancing, tho rhythm, 
and swing of words seem to escape them. 
There has been, I think, but one deaf poet, 
and his poems were chiefly remarkable in 
the light of his infirmity. 


So much for tbe most conservative view. 


On the othor band, there are many deaf 
people in this country who have acquired 
.all tboir speech and speochmakiug by lu- 
Blcuotioii after becoming douf, who go 
• into society, entertain In their homes and 
are entertained iu tho homes of others us 
lioely as any members of tho community. 
|:Tlicre are many with whom a stranger 
might talk for an hour without suspecting 
that thoy woro doaf, accounting for their 
slight peculiarity of speech by supposing 
Oil the time that they woro foreigners. 
Methods nro bolug constantly improved, 
and it is to bo expected that still better re- 
sults will bo obtained hereafter. Mean- 
while experience bus demonstrated that by 
ithe also of speech as a medium of instruc- 
tion tho deaf can be successfully educated 
and taught to speak und understand the 
speech of others, and I believe Lho tlmo is 
coming when this will bo the only way in 
which thoy are taught—John Button 
Wright iu Century.

A Medical Man Who Existed For Thirty] 


' Day* on Sweet Milk. 
i 


A medical man expresses tbe belief tbafr 


a person could live for any length of tlxu« 
and take heavy exercise all the while on no 
other food than sweet milk. His convic- 
tion is the result of personal experiment. 


He wanted to establish the fact tbat per- 


sons convalescing from sickness may grow 
utronger with no other nutriment than, 
eweet milk, and tbat they are not obliged, 
to take " something solid" to eat, as so 
many people imagine. He holds that many 
a convalescent has gone into his grave as a 
result of overtaxing his weak stomach by 
putting "solid" food into it, and be main- 
tains that the old belief as to bread being 
tbe flrst essential of human life Is shown 
by his experiment to be erroneous. 


His test was to live 30 days with only 


sweet milk as n nourishment. In the whole 
time he lost f> 
lA pounds in weight, but no 


strength. He oven attributes the loss of 
weight to tho warmth of the weather, and 
to excessive cxoicise on the bicycle and 
tho daily manipulation of 10 pound dumb- 
bells and other heavy weights. He took 
wore exorcise than usual in order to test 
tbo thing fairly. On tbe seventh day of 
tho experiment be ran several fast races in 
a skillful manner, bat was beaten in each, 
race. 


On tbe thirtieth day he again pitted 


himself against the same runner and gott 
tho boat of his opponent, which certainly 
would tend to confirm his statement that 
he lost no strength during the 30 days' 
test. He drank four pints of milk dully 
for tho last week. He thinks a healthy 
person should take about flve pints of 
milk dully when no other food is being 
taken. His practice was to drink milk at 
Intenuls for two hours during the day, 
commencing tit 7 o'clock in the morning 
and continuing until 10 at night 
After 


that ho would take no more until tbe next! 
morning.—SL Louis Post-Dispatch.
